At an early hour yesterday morning 


the lafge box factory at Verdi owned 
by the Verdi Lumber Company, was 
completely destroyed by fire. 


The cause of the flre is unknown 


but is believed to have been incendi- 
ary. 
This was a water mill and there 


was no flre in the building. The or- 
ders against smoking in the mill were 
strictly enforced. 


A little after two i'clock, just half 


an hour before the fire was discovered, 
the watchman, M|r. Revere, made his 
usual rounds and saw no evidences of 
fire. When he discovered the blaze it 
had already made too great headway 
to be conquered, although the mill has 
a private fire system and nearly the 
entire population of Verdi turned out 
to aid. 


The fire could be plainly seen from 


this city and the skies were reddened 
for nearly an hour. 


The loss to the lumber company is 


about J30.000. It could not be learned 
yesterday how large was the insurance 
carried by the company. 


'Between forty and fifty men were 


thrown out of employment by the fire. 
The mill will doubtless be rebuilt, be- 
cause the company has a large busi- 
ness in fruit boxes and has orders 
ahead that are beyond the capacity of 
the mill for the next three months.
